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INTRODUCTION 


Sorting Some Of The Wrights Of Southern Virginia is a multipart project. Each 
part will discuss a separate Wright family, beginning with the oldest known ancestor of 


that line. This work William Wright (Amherst County), His Wife Esther Wright 
And His Descendants is Part VIII of the project. 


The material is organized in four sections. The first is the text, the second is the 
descendants charts, the third is the sources, and the fourth is a set of appendices. 


The text provides full transcriptions of all documents and sources found for the 
individuals discussed, as well as explanations of the significance of documents and the 
evidentiary logic for conclusions that are not obvious on their face. Six generations of 
descendants are discussed. Every researcher has faced the frustration of an asserted 
identification without a source reference or explanation of the conclusion or with a 
source reference which when consulted turns out to say something different than what 
was claimed. By providing full transcriptions of sources, | hope to allqw the reader to 
reach their own conclusions regarding the identifications given and avoid the need to 
search out the source, even though this adds considerably to the length of the text. 
When secondary sources are relied on, the person providing the information is listed. 


The descendants charts are organized with the oldest ancestor in the first 
column and each descendant from that ancestor in the remaining columns, to the 
extent known. The basic data of date and place of birth, marriage, residence, and 
death are given for each individual. The sources for that information are also given for 
each individual, using code numbers to the source list. | have limited the descendants 
chart to eight generations to reduce the public disclosure of information about living 
persons. | will be happy to share the information on later generations with interested 
researchers. 


The source list provides first a chronological listing of sources as they were 
found or consulted and second a listing by geographic area and type of source, such as 
birth records or death records. The chronological listing evolved from my early years in 
research and mistaken efforts at coding the source. By the time | realized the 
inappropriateness of the coding format, there was too much information in a pre- 
computer era to correct the early references. The reader is left with the result and my 


apology. 


The appendices list all of the known Wright documents for a particular type of 
record for a county in chronological order and include an identification of the Wright 
named in the record. These appendices are being published separately by Heritage 
Books, Inc., and to date have included Wright birth, marriage, personal property tax, 
census, deed, land tax, death, cemetery, and probate records for Bedford, Franklin, 
Campbell, and Prince Edward Counties, Virginia, the City of Lynchburg, and 
Appomattox, Amherst, and Nelson Counties, Virginia. Other counties will follow in the 
future. The appendices allow a cross referencing of the known records to the person 
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discussed. This is to avoid having the same record cited for two different persons who 
happened to have the same name and to provide a list of documents that have not 
been associated with any person and which might be inconsistent with asserted 
identifications. 


The numerous Wrights found in the same geographic areas necessitated an 
identification system to keep their identities separated. The system selected early on 
was to list a person by their year of death and county of residence at death, when 
known. For example, "1767 Francis Wright of Amherst County" indicates that this was 
the Francis Wright who died in 1767 in Amherst County. If no state is listed after the 
county, the state is Virginia; counties in states other than Virginia have a state listed 
after the county, as in "1876 William S. Wright of Highland County, Ohio." A 
parenthetical after the name indicates an identification of the person when a place of 
death is not yet known, as in "John Wright (Goochland County Carpenter)." A county in 
parentheses after the name indicates the county with which that person was most 
identified when no evidence of the place of death has yet been found, as in "William 
Wright (Amherst County)." 


No work of this size is done without help. My friend Diane Smith has typed and 
revised over 80,000 pages of documents, text, and descendants charts, often from 
barely readable copies and nearly indecipherable handwriting. Together we have gone 
through almost every iteration of word processing program and media, including IBM, 
Wang, and Word Perfect, magnetic cards, 6%” floppies, 3/2” floppies, and DOS. The 
evolution of technologies that are incompatible or no longer accessible supports my 
faith in the printed word. 


Numerous other researchers have shared their records and research, often 
providing the breakthrough which permitted the identification of a person. | have 
attempted to recognize those fellow researchers by identifying their contributions in the 
text and source list. The quotations from published works are made with the permission 
of the author. 


And my wife has patiently accepted the piling up of boxes of documents, 
notebooks filled with documents, text, descendants charts, and appendices and a work 
table piled with work to be done. 


Thank you to all for your help and patience and | hope the reader finds that this 
work justifies the effort. 
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This is a work in process and | would be most interested in receiving additional 
information about any of the persons identified in these records in order to correct any 
errors or expand on the information given.

William Wright (Amherst County), His Wife Esther Wright, And His 


Descendants 


The parents of William Wright (Amherst County) have not as yet been identified 
nor has his place of origin been determined. As more fully set forth below, one of his 
great great grandsons stated that he emigrated from Scotland to Virginia, but this has 
yet to be confirmed. The first documentation relating to William Wright (Amherst 
County) is found in 1746 in Albemarle County, Virginia, with regard to land located in a 
part of that county which in 1758 became Amherst County and in 1807 became Nelson 
County. 

On February 4, 1746, at Albemarle County, Virginia, S.B. 1/35 a survey of 166 


acres of land for William Wright was filed. A copy of that survey appears as follows: 
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The location of Davis Creek in what is now Nelson County, Virginia, is given on 


the following map: 
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This land is very near to the land purchased by 1767 Francis Wright of Amherst County 
on Davis Creek at Woods Mill on February 14, 1748, at Albemarle County, Virginia, 
D.B. 1/20. The proximity of both time and place for the acquisition of these lands 
suggests that there may be a family relationship between William Wright (Amherst 
County) and 1767 Francis Wright of Amherst County. 


If William Wright was at least 18 years of age when this survey was done for 
him, then his date of birth would be probably before 1729. 
On December 28, 1747, at Amherst County, Virginia, S.B. 1/53 a survey of 2000 


acres of land was made for William Wright. A copy of that survey appears as follows: 
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On June 1, 1750, by Patent Deed 30/82 William Wright patented 166 acres of 
land in Albemarle County, Virginia, the same land as that described in S.B. 1/35: 


"George the Second by the Grace of God of Great Britain France and Ireland 
King Defender of the Faith &c To all to whom these Presents shall come 
Greeting Know ye that for divers good Causes and Considerations but more 
especially for and in Consideration of the Sum of Twenty Shillings of good and 
lawful Money for our Use paid to our Receiver General of our Revenues in this 
our Colony and Dominion of Virginia We have Given Granted and Confirmed and 
by these Presents for us our Heirs and Successors Do Give Grant and Confirm 
unto William Wright one certain Tract or Parcel of Land containing one hundred 
and sixty six acres lying and being in the County of Albemarle on the South 
Branch of Davis's Creek and bounded as followeth to wit, Beginning at a white 
oak and running Thence new Lines South fifty four Degrees East one hundred 
Poles to Pointers North eighty seven Degrees East one hundred and eighty 
Poles to Pointers South forty two Degrees West one hundred and forty Poles to - 
a white oak North sixty seven Degrees West one hundred and thirty four Poles to 
a white oak and Gum South seventeen Degrees West one hundred Poles to a 
Dogwood North sixty eight Degrees West eighty Poles to a Gum and North 
twenty Degrees East one hundred and eighty Poles to the Beginning With all 
Woods underwoods Swamps Marshes Low grounds Meadows Feedings and his 
due Share of all Veins Mines and Quarries as well discovered as not discovered 
within the Bounds aforesaid and being Part of the said Quantity of one hundred 
and sixty six acres of Land and the Rivers waters and water courses therein 
contained together with the Privileges of Hunting Hawking Fishing Fowling and 
all other Profits Commodities and Hereditaments whatsoever to the same or any 
Part thereof belonging or in anywise appertaining To have hold possess and 
enjoy the said Tract or Parcel of Land and all other the before granted Premises 
and every Part thereof with their and every of their Appurtenances unto the said 
William Wright and to his Heirs and assigns forever To the only Use and Behoof 
of him the said William Wright his Heirs and assigns forever To be held of us our 
Heirs and successors as of our Mannor of East Greenwich in the County of Kent 
in free and common soccage and not in Capite or by Knights Service Yielding 
and paying unto us our Heirs and Successors for every fifty Acres of Land and 
so proportionably for a lesser or greater Quantity than fifty acres the Fee Rent of 
one shilling yearly to be paid upon the Feast of Saint Michael the Arch Angel and 
also cultivating and improving three acres Part of every fifty of the Tract 
abovementioned within three years after the Date of these Presents provided 
always that if three years of the said Fee Rent shall at any Time be in arrear and 
unpaid or if the said William Wright his Heirs or Assigns do not within the Space 
of three Years next coming after the Date of these Presents cultivate and 
improve three acres Part of every fifty of the Tract abovementioned Then the 
Estate hereby granted shall cease and be utterly determined and thereafter it 
shall and may be lawful to and for our Heirs and successors to grant the same 
Lands and Premises with the appurtenances unto such other Person or Persons 
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as we our Heirs and successors shall think fit In Witness whereof we have 
caused these our Letters Patent to be made Witness our trusty and welbeloved 
Thomas Lee Esa. President of our Council and Commander in Chief of our said 
Colony and Dominion at Williamsburgh under the seal of our said Colony the first 
Day of June one thousand seven hundred and fifty In the twenty third Year of our 
Reign.

On September 10, 1755, by Patent Deed 31/697 William Wright patented 2000 


acres on Davis Creek in Albemarle County, Virginia, the same land as that described in « 
S.B. 1/53: 


"George the Second: To all &c Know ye that for divers good causes & 
Considerations but more especially for and consideration of the Sum of Ten 
Pounds of good & lawful Money for our use paid to our Receiver General of our 
Revenues in this our Colony & Dominion of Virginia We have Given Granted & 
Confirmed and by these Presents for us our Heirs & successors Do Give Grant & 
Confirm unto William Wright one certain Tract or Parcel of Land containing Two 
thousand Acres lying & being in the County of Albemarle on Davis's Creek near 
the great Pass that opens upon Tent Branch and bounded as followeth to wit. 
Beginning at a red oak in Colonel John Chiswell's Line and with it South five 
hundred & thirty Poles to a white Oak Thence East one hundred & eight Poles to 
a Poplar and white Oak Thence on new Lines South fourteen degrees West one 
hundred and seventy two Poles to a red Oak Thence North sixty seven degrees 
West one hundred & Sixteen Poles to a red Oak Thence South thirty eight 
degrees West two hundred & forty four Poles to a Hiccory Thence North sixty six 
degrees West forty four Poles to a Hiccory Thence South seventy seven degrees 
West two hundred & sixty six Poles to Pointers Thence North fifty four degrees 
West one hundred & forty Poles to a while Oak Thence North forty six degrees 
East sixty eight Poles to Pointers Thence North three degrees West two hundred 
& thirty four Poles to a red Oak Thence South eighty four Degrees West sixty six 
Poles to a Poplar Thence North sixty six Poles to a white Oak Thence North sixty 
nine Degrees East seventy Poles to Pointers Thence South six Degrees East 
nineteen Poles to a Dogwood Thence North seventy five degrees East sixty four

said Colony the tenth day of September one thousand seven hundred and fifty 
five In the twenty-ninth year of our Reign.

On September 24, 1760, at Albemarle County, Virginia, S.B. 2/47 a survey of 81 


acres of land for William Wright was filed. A copy of that survey appears as follows: 
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On March 7, 1763, at Amherst County, Virginia, D.B. A/85 William Wright and his 
wife Esther gifted to their son Robert Wright 166 acres of land: 


"This Indenture made the Seventh Day of March In the Year of our Lord One 
Thousand Seven hundred and Sixty three Between William Wright and Esther

these Presents Doth Give grant Bargain and Sell Alien and Confirm unto the said 
Robert Wright his heirs and Assigns forever a Certain Tract or parcel of Land 
Situate Lying and being on the South Branch of Davis's Creek in the County 
aforesaid Containing by Estimation One hundred and Sixty Six Acres which was 
Granted to the said William Wright by Patent bearing Date the first Day of June 
one thousand Seven hundred and fifty and Bounded as follows Beginning at a 
White Oak and runing thence new lines South fifty four Degrees East One 
hundred poles to Pointers North Eighty Seven Degrees East One hundred and 
Eighty Poles to Pointers South Forty two Degrees West One hundred and Forty 
Poles to a White Oak North Sixty Seven Degrees West One hundred and thirty 
four Poles to a White Oak and Gum South Twenty Degrees West One hundred 
Poles to a Dogwood. North Sixty Eight Degrees West Eighty Poles to a Gum 
and North Twenty Degrees East One hundred and Eighty Poles to the Beginning 
together with all woods ways Waters Fences, Orchards Profits Houses & 
Advantages whatsoever to the same belonging or in anywise Appertaining and 
the Reversion and Reversions, Remainder and Remainders Rents Houses and 
Profits thereof and of every Part and Parcel thereof and all the Estate Right Title 
Interest Claim & Demand whatsoever of them the said William Wright and Esther 
his Wife of in and to the same To have and to hold the aforesaid One hundred 
and Sixty Six Acres of Land with the appurtenances to the said Robert Wright his 
heirs and Assigns to his and their own Proper use and Behoof forever and the 
said William Wright and Esther his Wife Doth Covenants grant and agree to and 
with the said Robert Wright his heirs and Assigns that they the said William 
Wright and Esther his Wife and their heirs the before mentioned Tract of Land 
and Premises with the Appurtenances unto the said Robert Wright his heirs and 
Assigns forever against them the said William Wright and Esther his Wife and 
against all and every other Person & Persons whatsoever shall and will warrant 
and forever Defend by these presents In Witness whereof the said William 
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Wright and Esther his Wife hath hereunto Interchangeably set their hands and 
Seals the Day and Year first above Written

The text of Nelson County, Virginia, Deed A/85 and the legal description make clear 
that the same land was involved as that patented by Patent Deed 30/82 in 1750. If 
Robert Wright was at least 18 years of age when he acquired his land, then his date of 
birth would be probably before 1746. If William and Esther (Wright) Wright were at 
least 18 years of age when Robert was born, then their dates of birth would be probably 
before 1729. 

On May 23, 1763, by Patent Deed 35/187 William Wright patented a further 
81 acres on Davis Creek in Amherst County, Virginia, the same land as that described 
in S.B. 2/47:

In her email dated December 1, 2008, Drew W. Weeks stated that a letter from 
1932 Benjamin Franklin Wright of Goochland County to Publishers Patent News, 
Washington, D.C., stated as follows: 


“My favorite studies have always been mathematics, physical science, with a 
fondness for mechanical improvements. My father was a mechanic, running a 
general shop for agricultural purposes previous to the war at Milstone Mountain, 
Nelson Co., in the Piedmont section of Virginia. His early ancestors immigrated 
to that section from Scotland before the Revolutionary War and purchased large 

tracts of land from King George III for which they paid the exorbitant price of 12- 

1/2 cents per acres! Their only neighbors at that time were the Red men.” 

In her letter dated July 24, 1996, Lillian H. Herrin enclosed family group sheets 
which stated that William Wright married Esther possibly Montgomery and died after 
December 10, 1801, in Nelson County, Virginia, and that William Wright and Esther 
(possibly Montgomery) Wright had the following children:

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The deed from Esther (Wright) Griffin at Nelson County D.B. 4/24 makes clear that 
there were nine heirs of Robert Wright and eight of those nine have been identified, 
none of whom was a Margaret Wright. Since this bond was filed on the same date as 
the accounting for the estate of Robert Wright, John Wright was one of the sons of 
Robert Wright, one of the heirs of Robert Wright has not been identified, and Robert 
Wright's wife was named Margaret Wright, it seems probable that this Margaret Wright 
was the ninth heir and had died after Robert Wright and before distribution of his estate, 
thus necessitating an administration of her estate to distribute her share.

James Wright. 165 years ago, James Wright and Jonas Scoggins owned a 
sawmill in Cathoula Parish La. To the best of my knowledge James Wright 
never lived in Sabine County, perhaps never in Texas, but he has many 
descendants among Sabine County residents and exresidents. This James 
Wright was born about 1762, somewhere in the colonies. He and his first wife, 
Frances Dawson had three children and lived in Georgia at least from 1796 - 
1800. Frances died about 1802. By 1803, James Wright was in Catahoula 
Parish, La., and married Mary (____) Scoggins Carrol, daughter of Jonas 
Scoggins and widow of John Carol of Natchez, Miss. The children of James 
Wright were: Robert Dawson, b. 1796, married Eleanor Dickerson Nancy D. b. 
1798, believed to have married Samuel Williams; Henry D, b: 1800, married 
Elizabeth Ogden; Alexander, b: 1805, James G., b. 1806, married Ann Leonard, 
Absalom, b. 1808, married Louisa Long, Alfred, b: 1810, married Frances Wood; 
Amanda M., b: 1811, married William Bannister; Mary, b. 1813, married James 
Bannister and Louisa C., b. 1815, married William Thomas German. James 
Wright's children and their descendants were a part of the early East Texas 
population, particularly in Trinity, Angelina, San Augustine, Sabine and Newton 
Counties. Their occupations have ranged from clerks to lawyers, preachers, 
teachers shoe cobbler, farmers, barbers, beauty operators, musicians, you name 
it and they are in it, but a fair share of them still follow the lumber industry. The 
late Isaac William Wright of Pineland was a great grandson of James Wright. 
How many of you can trace your lineage to James Wright?"

In his letter dated June 4, 1999, Joel Lane enclosed a copy of Louisiana In The 


War Of 1812 by Powell A. Casey which stated in pertinent part with regard to Colonel 


De Clouet's Regiment: 


“The War Department letter of July 4, 1814 called upon the governors of the 
states to hold in readiness for immediate service units of the militia. The quota 
was one regiment of 1,000 men fro Louisiana . . . . The militia general orders 
calling the quota of men into service were issued on September 5, 1814° and 
created the unit known as Declouet's Regiment of Louisiana Drafted Militia... .. 
The following day [October 7, 1814] a company of 30 men from Natchitoches 
arrived at Baton Rouge... . The following day [October 30, 1814] they arrived at 
the "Still House” ajoining New Orleans. On October 31, the detachments were 
reviewed by Governor Claiborne attended by the volunteer corps of the city... .. 
The arrival of the British naval squadron was reported on the 13th [December 
1814] and the next day entry reports serious apprehension of an attack. On the 
15th news of the capture of the American gun boats on Lake Borgne was 
received. On the same day, Captain Sackett and his company took possession 
of Ft. St. Leon [on the west bank of the Mississippi River]... . . On the morning 
of January 7, the 2nd Regiment of Louisiana Militia (Col. Zenon Cavallier) and 
Colonel DeClouet's Regiment of Louisiana Drafted Militia were moved to 
Morgan's line on the Raguet canal [on the west bank of the Mississippi River] 
with the latter regiment on the right... . . The Louisiana troops from their 
positions behind the breastworks, supported by the three cannon were able to 
halt Thornton's right column twice. ... . The Louisiana infantry on the line fired 
about eight rounds each..... After the Kentucky troops fell back, Thornton's two 
left columns cut obliquely toward the river. This movement threatened to cut off 
the Louisiana troops, so DeClouet's regiment and then the two New Orleans 
militia units fell back up the levee road. Captain Townsend of DeClouet's 
regiment with about seventy men from different units made a stand awhile. .... 
Morgan reformed his troops on the secondary defense line along the Boisgervais 
canal..... The official American reports for January 8, show as casualties from 
the action on the west side: one private killed and two sergeants, and two 
privates wounded and fifteen privates missing. The British show 30 Americans 
to have been captured..... 


On January 10, 1818, at Nelson County, Virginia, D.B. 3/142 James Wright of 


Catahoula Parish, Louisiana, appointed his son Robert Wright to act for him in 


connection with his interest as an heir in the estate of Robert Wright of Nelson County: 
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"Before me Thomas C. Scott Parish Judge in and for the parish of Rapido and 
Exd Offices notary Public came James Wright of the Parish of Catahoula who 
declared that for divers good causes and considerations he hath nominated 
constituted and appointed and by these presents doth nominate constitute and 
appoint his son Robert Wright also of the parish of Catahaula his true and Lawful 
attorney for him in his name and behalf with power have demand sue for and 
recover any and every thing which may be due owing or coming to him whether 
in money or property as one of the Heirs of the Estate of his late father Robert 
Wright of Nelson County and State of Virginia into whose several hands it my 
befrund(?) and to make and execute proper receipts and acquittances for the 
same with power to do whatever may appear conducive to his interest in all 
affairs in which he may be concerned in the said State of Virginia to accept or 
reject successions to acknowledge debt, to compromise & refer to arbitrators, to 
make transactions in matters of litigation to sue for restitution in integrum with 
regard to an act, to alienate moveable & unmovable property to appoint a 
substitute or substitutes. And he the said James doth hereby ratify and confirm 
whatever his said attorney may Lawfully do or cause to be done in the premises 
as fully and intirely as tho he were personally present. In testamony whereof the 
said James Wright hath hereto subscribed his name at the Town of Alexandra in 
the Parish afored this twenty fifth day of August one thousand Eight hundred and 
eighteen.

The 1821 and later Land Tax Lists for Nelson County, Virginia, did not list this 


John Wright, reflecting the sale of all of his land by Nelson County Deed 4/25. 
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No further records that can be identified with John Wright, son of Robert Wright, 


have been found in Nelson County after 1820, indicating his probable move away from 


that county or his death. No probate administration of the estate of John Wright has as 
yet been found in Nelson County, Virginia, for this John Wright, indicating that he 
probably moved from the county. However, as set forth below, his daughter Nancy M. 
Wright married Gutridge T. Lyon in 1837 in Nelson County, suggesting that John Wright 
either stayed in the county or moved away without his daughter by his first marriage.

In addition, as will be set forth 
below, in 1812 the heirs of James Wright sold 103-1/2 acres of land, suggesting that 
they had inherited land from a deceased wife of James Wright.

This record seems to indicate that James Wright died before February 4, 1812, but this 
is misleading. As set forth below, the will of James Wight dated on May 20, 1834, and 
probated on October 28, 1839, at Nelson County, Virginia, W.B. E/411 listed his 
children as follows:

Except for Sarah "Salley" Wright, this is the same list as that in Nelson County Deed 
3/104. This means that James Wright could not have died in 1811 or 1812. In addition, 
the Land Tax Lists did not record a parcel of 103 acres of land as owned by James 
Wright prior to 1812 and no reduction of his holdings was made after 1812. The result 
is that the land involved in Nelson County Deed 3/104 was not land owned by James 


Wright. The most probable explanation of this deed is that it represents the 
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conveyance of land given to James Wright's heirs, probably by a testamentary gift and 
probably from James Wright's wife's parents. If the owner of the 103 acre parcel can 
be traced, that will probably identify James Wright's wife.

On May 31, 1844, in Pension File W6587 Lucy Wright, the widow of 1816 
Andrew Wright of Amherst County, applied for a pension by reason of her husband's 
service in the Revolutionary War and stated with regard to her husband's brother 
James Wright as follows: 
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",... The next two tours that her decd. husband Andrew Wright performed was 
with his brother, Jas Wright, Benj Childress, Alexr. McAlexander and she thinks 
one of the Hendersons. The 1st of which tours was down below Richd. under 
Cap. Jno. Christian; and stayed two months and got back home during the 
Christmas holidays which was after they were married. The last tour that he 
served was in the summer after that -under Cap. Jas. Pamphlin down at Malvin 
hills, and at Taylors Mills, and Jamestown - which was the summer before the 
Capture of Cornwallis - and stayed three months - and got home the last of Aug. 
inst... ."

declaration in support of Lucy Wright's application which stated with regard to James 


Wright as follows:

On November 15, 1845, at Nelson County, Virginia, D.B. 11/335 Mary Wright 
and John Wright, as administrators of the estate of James Wright, executed a deed of 
trust to John D. Ewers as to two stud horses and certain slaves to secure debts due to 
Perkins & Ewers and Benjamin M. Perkins: 


"This Indenture made and entered into this 15th day of November 1845, 
between Mary Wright and John Wright, administrator of James Wright decd. of 
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the first part; John D. Ewers of the second part, and Perkins & Ewers, Benjamin

Wright in his lifetime on the 2d. day of August in the year of 1839, executed his 
bond to Hardin Perkins & Co. for the sum of three hundred and twenty six 98/100 
dollars due on the 1st day of August, 1839. And whereas the said John Wright, 
administrator of James Wright executed his bond his bond to Benjamin M. 
Perkins, exor. of Hardin Perkins decd. dated the 29th day of May, in the year of 
1844, in the sum of six hundred and four 32/100 dollars due on the 28th day May

assigns, and free from the claim or claims of all and every person or persons 
whatsoever. And the said Mary Wright and John Wright for themselves, their 
heirs admrs. or assigns, a good and lawful right and title in and to the aforesaid 
property against the claim or claims of them, the said Mary Wright and John 
Wright their heirs, exors. &c and against the claim or claims of all and every 
person or persons whomsoever shall and will by these presents forever warrant 
and defend.

Alexander Wright apparently moved in late spring or early summer of 1820 from Nelson 
County, Virginia, to Franklin County, Kentucky, and consequently was counted twice in 
the 1820 Census.

In his letter dated April 12, 1991, J. O. Wright Thompson enclosed several 
documents from the Holt County, Missouri, Probate Records for the estate of Alexander 
Wright. The first such record was an undated declaration of James Scott which 
provided as follows:

identification the amount due sufficient and he did not hesitate to turn it over to 
me under power of Attorney, heretofore sent me through you by Mr Scott the 
Admr. 


Enclosed you will find statement of the fund, showing the whole amount due 
Wrights estate. It was deposited in Bank Apr 6th 1872 and then remained until 
withdrawn June 1st 1885 by the Recvr at my request, to avoid payment of tax on 
same for the present year and upon my assurance that the proof of heirship 
would certainly be forthcoming by me in a short while. It is for this reason, 
interest ceased on June 1st 1885. While the fund was on deposit the Bank paid 
$61.67 on account of Taxes, and the Recvr pd the taxes for the years listed by 
me in the accompanying statement. The vouchers for these disbursements are 
in the hands of the Recvr and are returned by him as proper and necessary 
exhibits with his report to be made to the Court. The other items to wit the amts 
paid Whitehead, $7.50; the order of publication $8.75 and the 2% pr cent 
commissions to the Recvr are all legitimate charges upon the fund and so also 
the Clerks tickets of $9.24. 


After the foregoing deductions and my fee of 1/4 of the recovery the balance due 
is $514.95 for which you will find my check on the First National Bank of 
Lynchburg Va of even date with this letter, and payable to James Scott Exor 
d.b.n. of Alex'r Wright dec'd. | have made this check payable to Mr Scott 
because of the Power of Atty by licence to me, and | had to receipt to the Recvr 
in this manner, but for this | would have made it payable to you | trust however 
this will make no difference to you. 


Wrights estate came within an ace of losing this money. In fact but for my 
accidental discovery of the matters and the whereabouts of his family the fund 
would have gone to the next of Kin here. We appeared just in the nick of time to 
prevent this. 
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Please acknowledge receipt of this communication and if there should be any 
other matters in this section in which you are intereted requiring attention, it will 
give me pleasure to serve you.

Mrs. Melvina Taylor (nee Wright) was born in Hickory county, Missouri, on Sept. 
26th, 1846, and died at her home in Rock Port, Mo., on Nov. 19th, 1906, aged 
60 years, 1 month and 23 days. 


When she was about three years old (in 1849) her parents came to Holt county, 
Missouri, and made a home for themselves in what is known as Sharp's Grove. 
Here she grew to womanhood. In her narrow circle of friends and acquaintances 
in that early day she had only a few intimates, but there all who knew her were 
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strongly attached to her on account of her social qualities and her cheerful, kindly 
disposition.

She leaves, besides her 
husband and children, an aged mother, now past her four score years; six 
brothers and one sister, and a host of friends in Rock Port and wherever she has 
lived, whose hearts were touched by the announcement of her death. 


In 1878 or 1879 she united with the Walkup's Grove Baptist church and was 
baptized by Elder Sutton, pastor of the church at that time. She had exercised 
faith in Christ and been converted several years previous to that time, but being 
desirous to be certain of her conversion, she delayed the matter of her baptism 
some considerable time. After her connection with the Walkup's Grove church 
she continued to be a Baptist, in which faith she died. 


As a wife she was affectionate and faithful; as a mother she was devoted to the 
welfare of her children, and sought for and gave to them opportunities which she 
in her youth did not have; as a neighbor and friend she was kindly disposed and 
ever willing to lend a helping hand gratuitously; as a christian she was sincere 
and conscientious, yet modest and retiring, and belonged to the old schoo! which 
inculcated those virtues in woman. 


Her death was sudden. No immediate warning came to her or to her family. 
Sticken down on the doorstep of her home without a moment's notice of danger, 
she remained unconscious for a few hours and then passed over the river. Yet 
her loved ones in the family, and those who knew her best, have well-grounded 
hope that she was, by the grace and favor of God, prepared for her departure. 


Her funeral was conducted at the Rock Port Baptist church by the long-time 

friend of her family, Elder R. M. Rhoades, of Fairfax, and her remains were laid 

to rest in Green Hill cemetery, in Rock Port, there to remain until the trumpet 

shall sound to call forth the sleeping dead to a state in which there shall be no 

death."

thousand seven hundred and eighty Nine 
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The condition of the above Obligation is such, that whereas the above-named 
Hudson Martin Assee of Beverly Warwick hath sued out of the county court of 
Amherst a writ of fieri facias against the estate of Andrew Wright upon a 
judgment obtained in the said court, which writ with the leal costs attending the 
same, amounts to the sum of three pounds thirteen Shillings & two pence half 
penny and whereas James Woods Deputy sheriff of the said county of Amherst

On May 31, 1844, in Pension File W6587 Lucy Wright, the widow of Andrew 
Wright, applied for a pension by reason of his service in the Revolutionary War: 
"State of Virginia, Nelson County to wit, 


On this 31st day of May 1844, before me John Digges a Justice of the peace in 
and for said county personally appeared Mrs. Lucy Wright, a resident of said 
county - Aged 84 years - who being first duly sworn according to law doth on her 
oath make the following declaration in order to obtain the benefit of the provision 
made by the Act of Congress passed July 4, 1836: That she is the widow of 
Andrew Wright decd. of said county; who was a private of malitia during the 
Revolutionary War and served three tours as such. The first tour that said 
Andrew Wright - her husband - performed in the Revo. War, was, as a 
waggonner employed in hauling corn, wheat, flour, and other kinds of produce, 
and other things, to the Barracks - in the Fall and winter of 1779, while the the 
British prisoners were stationed there. Her husband was frequently at her 
Mothers as he passed, and repassed - in said Service - hauling from Amherst to 
the Barracks. He must have served three months, as a waggoner - having been 
taken from the ranks for that purpose. This tour, was before she was married. 
The next two tours that her decd. husband Andrew Wright performed was with 
his brother, Jas Wright, Benj Childress, Alexr. McAlexander and she thinks one 
of the Hendersons. The 1st of which tours was down below Richd. under Cap. 
Jno. Christian; and stayed two months and got back home during the Christmas 
holidays which was after they were married. The last tour that he served was in 
the summer after that -under Cap. Jas. Pamphlin down at Malvin hills, and at 
Taylors Mills, and Jamestown - which was the summer before the Capture of 
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Cornwallis - and stayed three months - and got home the last of Aug. inst. She 
further declares that she was married to the said Andrew Wright in the Town of 
Charlottsville, in Albemarle County - onthe ___ day of February 1780; by the 
Revd. __ Clay of the Church of England; but the license was got in Amherst 
County - now Nelson County. That the room that she was married in was full of 
British officers who were prisoners taken at the Capture of Burguoynes Army: 


That her husband the aforesaid Andrew Wright died in said county - on the 

25 day of Nov. 1816: and that she has remained a widow ever since that period 
as will more fully appear by reference to the proof annexed. And that her 
maiden name was Childress.

Wright decd of Nelson County - formerly Amherst County - the same person who 
married Lucy Childress during the Revolutionary War - say in the month of 
december or November 1779. That the said Andrew Wright served three terms 
of service in the Revo. war. The first of which was from the Barracks near 
Charlottsville in the year 1779 as a waggoner, to hawl corn from Amherst County 
to said Barracks - most of which was from the Carter Family who were large corn 
growers. Deponant frequently saw said Wright passing, and repassing, by his 
mothers - while in said service as a waggoneer - he being taken from the ranks 
of the malitia, and put to said service. The said service was in the Fall and 
Winter of 1779, and is of opinion was a full tour of three months. deponant is not 
satisfied, that he was married before the tour was out or not, but that he Wright 
was courting his present widow while he was performing said tour of service as a 
waggoner as aforesaid. The second tour that said Wright performed was with 
deponant, from the then County of Amherst - now Nelson - under captain John 
Christian leaving home the latter part of October 1780, and returned during the 
Christmas following, or the Last of decr 1780 - it being a two months tour of 
service and was performed, a part of the time at Richmond, and the balance of 
the tour 26 miles below that place - the whole of which tour of service, said 
Andrew Wright messed with deponant and ___ discharged they walked home in 
2 days. The third tour of service, that said Andrew Wright performed in the 
Revo. war was with deponant again from said Nelson County - under Capt. Jas 
Pamphlin in 1781 - leaving home about the first of June, and returning home the 
last of August 1781 - which tour of service was performed, a part of the time at 
Malvin hills 12 miles below Richd - from there to Taylors Mill to guard that; and 
from thence down to Jamestown, marching all night to get there in time to be in 
the Battle. During the whole of which tour of service said Andrew Wright messed 
with deponant. making in all 8 or 9 months service that dep. knows of said 
Wright, having performed during the Revo. War. The two last tours of service, 
that said Wright performed was after he was married to Lucy Childress as 
aforesaid in the year 1779. Said Wright and wife lived together untill his death - 
which was in the year 1816 - leaving his present widow Lucy Wright - who has 
remained unmarried ever since his death, as aforesaid to the present time. Said 
Wright and his present widow, was married in Charlottsville Albemarle county.

On May 18, 1850, in File W6587 Lunsford Loving filed his declaration regarding 


the family of Andrew Wright: 





"State of Virginia, Nelson County To witt. 


On this 18 day of May - 1850, before me Ro. J. Kincaid a Justice of the peace in 
and for said County, personally appeared Lunsford Loving, a resident of said 
County and a man of veracity, who being first duly sworn according to law, doth 
on his oath say - That he is 71 years old and was well, and intimately acquainted 
with Andrew Wright decd of said County, who was a soldier in the Revolutionary 
war by reputation - and was also well acquainted with Lucy Wright his 2d wife 
(and all of said Wrights children) from his earliest recollection - and from his own 
knowledge of the ages of the children, compared with his own, where children 
together, he would say that Sarah Wright his daughter by his (Wrights) first wife 
was born in the year 1778 - as he deponant always, considered, and understood 
her to be one year older than himself. That said Wright must have been married 
very soon after the death of the first wife, to his 2d wife Lucy, whose maiden 
name was Childress. as his oldest child by her, was only about one year younger 
than deponant and whose name was Jenny Wright - and who died quite young 
on whom deponant has no recollection - but that he was well acquainted with 
Anne(?) the 2d child of Andr. Wright by his 2d wife, who deponant always 
considered as being one or two years younger than himself. Said Wright was 
considered as legally married to said Lucy Childress who was of a very 
respectable Family - and if any impropriety had occurred the neighbours would 
have heard of it. They were no doubt legally married; and from the birth of 
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Jenny, as stated in the Family register of Benj. Wright in about 1780. said Wright 
was married in 1779. as he is inclined to believe. deponant also knew other 
children of said Wright, Benjamin, Esther, Lucy &c Said Andrew Wright died in 
said County, about the __ day of Novr 1816 leaving his widow Lucy, as above 
named - who also died about the 16th day of September 1848 leaving children, 
To witt Benjamin, Lucy, Polly, and Peggy - known still to be alive by deponant.

says. That his father Andrew Wright, was married to his 2d wife, about 12 
months after the death of his first wife, in child bed.

75° 50 E 42-1/2 po to blazed trees N 15-1/2° W 59 po to chesnut N 75° 50 W 68 
po stake S 10-1/2 W 80 po to blazed chesnut and dogwood S 12-1/2 E 16 po to 
blazed chesnut and dogwood N 45-1/2 W 14 po to pointers at the begining the 
said Fitzpatrick Commissioner as aforesaid hath given granted bargained and 
sold to the said Kidd and by these presents doth give grant bargain and sell unto 
the said Kidd his heirs and assigns forever the above described tract or parcel of 
land to have and to hold the same free from the claim or demands of the heirs of 
Andrew Wright deceased, and all persons claiming by through or under them 
and against all other persons as for as the said court has the right to warrant the 
same as Witness my hand and seal the day and date first above written.

On May 7, 1866, at Nelson County, Virginia, D.B. 20/27 Alexander Fitzpatrick, as 
court commissioner, conveyed to William N. Bridgwater the remaining 166 acres of the 
estate of Andrew Wright: 


"Whereas the undersigned Alexr. Fitzpatrick was appointed by a decretal order 
of the circuit court of Nelson county on the 29th day of septr 1849 a comr. and 
receiver in a suit then pending in said court. In the name of "Parsons Executor 
against Wright &c", to withdraw the bonds of the purchasers filed in said cause 
and collect the same, do proceed to execute said decree. And whereas by a 
decretal order of the same court in the same cause. It was on the 4th day of 
octr. 1852 among other things ordered and decreed that "Alexander Fitzpatrick is 
appointed a comr. to convey to her (Polly wright) title by deed with special 
warrantee at her cost, and he is also appointed a comr to convey by like deed to 
the other purchaser or purchasers or to such person as they may order and 
direct at their cost upon payment to him in full of the purchase money". 


And whereas Charles Perrow had been the purchaser of one hundred and sixty 
six acres of Land more or less, which said land was named in said suit and had 
executed his bond with Christopher T Estes and Robert Whitehead his securities 
and said bond was one of those that said comr was by said first named decree 
directed to withdraw and collect. 


And whereas said Perrow sold said land to one Jonathan Bridgwater and 
transfered said Bridgwaters covenants for payment to him the said Perrow: so 
the said comr: with instructions to him that when payment should be made that 
he sould make a deed with special warrantee of said land to said Bridgwater 
instead of the said Perrow. 


And whereas the said Bridgewater from time to time paid parts of said purchase 
mony but failed to pay the whole untill the 1st day day of March 1866 William N 
Bridgwater paid off and satisfied the whole of the ballance of the purchase 
money due for said land from said Jonathan Bridgwater to said Perrow, 
amounting to the sum of ten hundred and eleven dollars 88/100 which said sum 
of money was paid to me. Therefore | Alexander Fitzpatrick Comr. as aforesaid 
being directed by Jonathan Bridgwater to make said deed for said land to 
William N Bridgwater and it apearing that on the 9th day of march 1866 the said 
Jonathan Bridgwater by a deed or memorandum in writing under his hand and 
seal sold to the said William N Bridgwater the said one hundred and sixty six 
acres of land among other things. Now therefore | as comr. as aforesaid by 
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these presents in virtue of, and by authority confered on me as conrr. of said 
court in the suit aforesaid do give, grant bargain and sell to William N Bridgwater 
his heirs and assigns the said one hundred and sixty six acres of land, lying and 
being in the county of Nelson it being part and parcel of the real estate of the late 
Andrew Wright deceased to be held and enjoyed by the said William Bridgwater 
his heirs and assigns forever against the claim or demand of the heirs or legal 
representatives of the said Andrew wright deceased or any of them and against 
the claim or claims of all persons whatsoever claiming by through or under them 
or any of them, in testimony whereof | have hereunto set my hand and seal this 
7th day of May 1866

From these records the following information can be determined. Andrew Wright 
was born on December 25, 1748, and married as his first wife Sarah S. (___) Wright on 
March 11, 1777. Their only child was Sarah S. Wright who was born on February 25, 
1778. Sarah S. (___) Wright died in childbirth. Andrew Wright then served a 3 month 
term as a wagoner in the Quartermaster Corps in the Revolutionary War. Andrew 
Wright then married as his second wife Lucy Childress in February 1780 in 
Charlottesville, Albemarle County, Virginia. Andrew Wright then served as a private in 
Captain John Christian's Virginia Company from October 1780 to December 1780 and 
was a member of Captain James Pamplin's Virginia Company from late May 1781 to 
late August 1781 and was present at the Battle of Jamestown. Lucy (Childress) Wright 
was born on May 15, 1759. Andrew Wright and Lucy (Childress) Wright had the 
following children:

And the 
said Ann Wright doth hereby warrant and forever defend unto the said Daniel 
Parsons and his heirs a good title both in law & equity to the interest which she 
held & now owns in said estate. In testimony whereof the said Ann Wright hath 
hereto set her hand and seal this the day & year first above written.

No death records were kept in Virginia for the period from 1896 until 1912. 
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No probate record for the estate of John B. Wright has as yet been found in 


Nelson County, Virginia. 


In her email dated December 1, 2008, Drew W. Weeks stated that a letter from 


1932 Benjamin Franklin Wright of Goochland County to Publishers Patent News, 


Washington, D.C., stated as follows: 


“My favorite studies have always been mathematics, physical science, with a 
fondness for mechanical improvements. My father was a mechanic, running a 
general shop for agricultural purposes previous to the war at Milstone Mountain, 
Nelson Co., in the Piedmont section of Virginia. His early ancestors immigrated 
to that section from Scotland before the Revolutionary War and purchased large 
tracts of land from King George III for which they paid the exorbitant price of 12- 
1/2 cents per acres! Their only neighbors at that time were the Red men.”

In his email dated October 27, 1999, Randy Kidd enclosed a family tree which 
stated that Daniel P. Kidd was a son of Lucy (Wright) Kidd and Hudson P. Kidd, was 
born in September 1831 in Nelson County, Virginia, married Arrabella Spencer on 
December 24, 1872, in Nelson County, Virginia, died on May 16, 1912, and was buried 
in Bethlehem UMC, Roseland, Virginia, and that Arrabella (Spencer) Kidd was born in 
June 1849 and died on February 9, 1926. 

i. Nathaniel Kidd 
Nathaniel Kidd was a son of Daniel P. Kidd and 
Arrabella (Spencer) Kidd. (William', 1816 Andrew“, Lucy’, Daniel P.*) 

The 1880 Census for Nelson County, Virginia, listed Nathaniel Kidd in the 
Daniel T. Kidd household on June 7, 1880, and his age as 7 and born in Virginia, 
indicating a date of birth in about 1873. 

ii. Velia Or Sendia Kidd 
Velia or Sendia Kidd was a daughter of Daniel P. Kidd 
and Arrabella (Spencer) Kidd. (William’, 1816 Andrew’, Lucy’, Daniel P.*) 

The 1880 Census for Nelson County, Virginia, listed Velia Kidd in the Daniel T. 
Kidd household on June 7, 1880, and her age as 3 and born in Virginia, indicating a 
date of birth in about 1877. 

The 1900 Census for Nelson County, Virginia, listed Sendia Kidd in the Daniel P. 
Kidd household on June 19, 1900, and her birth in December 1878 in Virginia. 

iii. Nelson Kidd 
Nelson Kidd was a son of Daniel P. Kidd and 
Arrabella (Spencer) Kidd. (William', 1816 Andrew’, Lucy’, Daniel P.*) 

The 1880 Census for Nelson County, Virginia, listed Nelson Kidd in the Daniel T. 
Kidd household on June 7, 1880, and his age as 2 and born in Virginia, indicating a 
date of birth in about 1878. 
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The 1900 Census for Nelson County, Virginia, listed Nelson Kidd in the Daniel P. 
Kidd household on June 19, 1900, his birth in July 1880 in Virginia, and his occupation 


as sawmill hand. 
iv. Behetheland Kidd 
Behetheland Kidd was a daughter of Daniel P. Kidd 
and Arrabella (Spencer) Kidd. (William', 1816 Andrew’, Lucy’, Daniel P.*) 

The 1880 Census for Nelson County, Virginia, listed Behethland Kidd in the 
Daniel T. Kidd household on June 7, 1880, and her age as 3/12 and born in Virginia, 
indicating a date of birth in about March 1880. 

V. Milton Kidd 
Milton Kidd was a son of Daniel P. Kidd and Arrabella 
(Spencer) Kidd. (William', 1816 Andrew’, Lucy’, Daniel P.*) 

The 1900 Census for Nelson County, Virginia, listed Milton Kidd in the Daniel P. 
Kidd household on June 19, 1900, and his birth in June 1884 in Virginia. However, if, 
as listed below, S. Kidd was born in October 1884, then Milton Kidd could not have 
been born in June 1884 and one of these records is incorrect. 

vi. S. Kidd 
S. Kidd was a daughter of Daniel P. Kidd and 
Arrabella (Spencer) Kidd. (William'’, 1816 Andrew’, Lucy*, Daniel P.‘) 

The 1900 Census for Nelson County, Virginia, listed S. Kidd in the Daniel P. Kidd 
household on June 19, 1900, and her birth in October 1884 in Virginia. However, if 
Milton Kidd was born in June 1884, then S. Kidd could not have been born in October 
1884 and one of these records is incorrect. 

vii. Floyd Kidd 
Floyd Kidd was a son of Daniel P. Kidd and Arrabella 
(Spencer) Kidd. (William’, 1816 Andrew’, Lucy’, Daniel P.*) 

The 1900 Census for Nelson County, Virginia, listed Floyd Kidd in the Daniel P. 

Kidd household on June 19, 1900, and his birth in January 1891 in Virginia. 
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viii. Don Kidd 
Don Kidd was a son of Daniel P. Kidd and Arrabella 
(Spencer) Kidd. (William’, 1816 Andrew’, Lucy’, Daniel P.*) 
The 1900 Census for Nelson County, Virginia, listed Don Kidd in the Daniel P. 
Kidd household on June 19, 1900, and his birth in June 1893 in Virginia. 
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
